This looks like a purpose on the part of the military authori- 
ties to abandon Hentig. 

A despatch received at San Francisco, Aug. 30, from Cala- 
basa, says: A band of unknown Apaches raided this valley 
early this evening, and it is reported have killed twenty 
men, women, and children. They have taken all the ranches 
from Calabasa to the hne, and the people are coming into 
Calabasa for safety. Juh’s band has crossed the line into 
Arizona. It is believed that it is he who is raiding the settle- 
ments. Captain Madden, commanding at Fort Huachuca, is 
in pursuit of the Indians who have been raiding the Santa 
Cruz Valley. The killing of Martinez and bis family yester- 
day ocsurred only fifteen miles south of the point where the 
murders reported from Calabasa took place.

Norurne stimulates the Englishman’s sense of justice so 
much as the experience of defeat, in which, indeed, the 
Englishman does not so much differ from the rest of the world. 
The Zulu assegai has given the Briton a profound respect 
for Cetewayo, who is just now the hero of London, 
and who has every prospect of being restored to his throne. 
“Cetewayo,” says the London Times, ‘‘at any rate governed 
the land. He understood how to rule his Zulus. Many of 
the charges of cruelty and savagery have been confuted. 
Against those which remain may be set off the extenuation 
of a low standard of life and manners amoug the people 
over whom he reigned. Neither a negro monarch nor his 
subjects are fairly to be measured by the principles of Eu- 
ropean civilization. In the final relations between him and 
this country he is considered to have been harshly treated. 
Englishmen can be said not to have repented of the Zula 
war only because they never spontancously assumed 
responsibility for it. Were the whole to come over again, 
Great Britain would not have waged war with Cetewayo, and 
would not have deposed him. Ona balance of the merits 
and demerits of his sway and of the general constitution of 
Zululand, it would not have wished to see him deposed.” 
From what has been published of Arabi Bey’s opinions, it is 
clear that the fiasco in the Transvaal had led him to forma 
contemptuous opinion of England’s power. A brilliant cam- 
paign in South Africa might have prevented the present 
Egyptian war. 

A CORRESPONDENT says: ‘‘ I notice in your Jougnat of to- 
day the statement about Admiral Hewitt and Walker’s ex- 
pedition. Allow me to say that he was concerned in a much 

more important measure, as far as the United States are con- 
cerned, viz., he was commander of the Rinaldo, the British 
corvette which took Mason and Slidell, and I believe the mail 
bags on board at Provincetown, the said men and bags being 
taken by Admirai Wilkes from off the mail steamer Trent.

and finally Lieut. Commander J. M. Forsyth, the navigating 


officer, has received intelligence of the death of his devoted 
wife. ‘The last misfortune occurred on the 19th of June in 
Williamsport, Pa., where she resided, and was as widely 
known and highly appreciated as she was in naval circles. 
The Williamsport Gazette, in a very tender and beautiful 
notice of her obsequies, entitled ‘ Laid in Wildwood,” says 
that “manifestations of sympathy and sorrow, such as are 
seldom seen among us,” attended her funeral. The services 
were held in Christ Church by the Rev. Dr. Hopkins, the 
rector, assisted by the Revs. C. E. Dobson and E. J. Balsley, 
and the choir composed of the friends of the deceased. An 
elegant black cloth covered casket, with s.lver mountings, 
enclosed the remains, and rested upon a white catafalque 
decked with roses. In front of the chancel were displayed 
large ferns, and on and about the casket were arranged a 
wreath of floral tributes, The pall bearers represented the 
leading citizeus of Williamsport, and a long line of carriages 
attested the esteem in which she was held. Mrs. Forsyth 
was married in 1871, and enjoyed good health until the birth 
of her only child, a lovely boy, four years ago, since which 
time she has never been entirely well. Her long years of 
suffering were borne with great sweetness and gentleness, 
with a growing spirit of resignation, and a tender and con- 
stant remembrance of her absent {husband, and of all who 
loved her. 

Proresson Esmarch, the celebrated surgeon, has pub- 
lished a lecture which he delivered some months ago before 
the Physiological Society of Kiel on the treatment of Presi- 
dent Garfield’s wound. The wound he jmaintains was not 
mortal, and the injury to the vertebra could have been 
healed. The death of the patient was mainly caused by the 
loose way in which the antiseptic treatment was applied. A 
great mistake, too, was made in searching for the bullet. 
Had the American surgeons imitated Von Langenbeck’s ex- 
ample, who did not attempt to extract aay of the pellets when 
the German Emperor was wounded, and had the anti- 
septic treatment beeu rigorously applied, the President might, 
the Professor maintains, be alive uow.

C. Corbin, now Major and Assistant Adjutant General of the 
United States Army, is a native of Clermont county; did 
teach school when about eighteen years old; volunteered and 
was enlisted in the volunteer Union Army as a private sol- 
dier when under twenty years of age; was promoted to lieu- 
tenant in the 79th O. V.1., for soldierly conduct; after a 
severe competitive examination, and for gallantry in the field 
was appointed colonel of the 14th U. 8. colored Infantry be- 
fore he was twenty-one years of age; distinguished himself 
in command of that regiment, especially in the sanguinary 
battle of Nashville, for which he was honored with a brevet 
as brigadier general ; immediately after the war was ap- 
pointed 2d lieutenant in the Regular Army; was subse- 
quently promoted to the rank of captain of the 24th U. 8. 
Infantry, and served eleven years on the frontier in the sev- 
erest of duty, fighting savages and the like, and in all that 
time had no leave of absence. Meantime, his family, who 
were with him at Brownsville, (Fort Brown), Texas, during 
a term of years, were dreadfully afflicted with dangue fever. 
Five of them—two since dead—were hopelessly crippled with 
it, and three—two of them now young ladies—are perma- 
nently and wretchedly crippled, being unable to walk. Six 
or seven years ago he was relieved from duty at Fort Brown, 
and assigned to recruiting duty at Columbus, Ohio.

Had the Russian cruisers Asia and Zabiaka (Phila- 
delphia built) on either side, the English iron-clad Monarch 
ahead, and neh, Italian, and English iron-clad and gun- 
boats all around her, Remained until July 20, witnessing 
all of the exciting and interesting events coinected with the 
exodus, the bombardment, conflagration, and the subsequent 
occupation by the English forces, July 14, landed a force 
of sailors and marines numbering over one hundred and 
thirty, to assist in restoring order, arresting the destruction 
of property, and re-estabiishing the American Consulate. A 
part of this force, including all of the biue-jackets, was 
withdrawn the next day, and the remainder, consisting of 
marines, on the 18th. The most gratifying appreciation of 
this assistance was shown by the British authorities, many 
of whom, notably Capt. Lord Charles Beresford, who was 
charged with the police duties of the burned city, were un- 
stinted in their praise and enthusiastic in their intercourse 
with the American officers. During and for several days 
after the bombardment, the Lancaster had on board between 
seventy and eighty refugees of nearly all nationalities and 
social conditions, from judges and cousul-generals down to 
peasants. Amovg them was a son of Gen. Stone, a youth 
of fifteen years. On the way to Villefranche for stores the 
Lanoaster called at Messina for coal, and at Naples, Leg- 
horn, and Genoa, to find the training ships Sarat.ga and 
Portsmouth. They were found at Genoa July 31, and trans- 
ferred fifty boys and three marines to the Lancaster, which 
vessel then proceeded to Villefranche, where she was on 
Aug. 14, preparing for a cruise in the Adriatic. Would leave 
in a week for Trieste, to overhaul engines and calk bende, 
and then proceed to Alexandria and the coast of Africa.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A DESPATCH was received at the Navy Department, Aug. 
26, from Capt. Alfred Hopkins, commanding the Navy-yard 
at Pensacola, Fia., announcing that one death from yellow 
fever has occurred in Pensacola.

Bay;under date of July 28, as follows: ** Wo have about 
given up all idea of going North and will leave here in a few 
days to go South. The Alaska has orders to go to Honolulu 
and then to San Francisco, and you will no doubt see her ia 
the course of two or three months. We expect our new 
captain to-morrow. Capt. McCann will go home, East, from 
here.” 

S12 Allen Young, in an interview at London this week with 
a representative of the New York Herald in regard to the 
loss of the Zira, said that he was very glad to hear that an 
inquiry was proposed into the circumstances of the loss of 
the Jeannette. He felt confident that the ‘“ responsible evi- 
dence” which such a court would have the advantage of 
would tend to prove how ably the ship was equipped and 
conducted ; how gallantly the crew struggled through two 
winters, deter‘nined not to abandon their ship so long as she 
was still afloat under them, and how the fiual disaster was 
brought about by elements beyond all humen contro~ 

Wituram H. Foster, landsman U. 8. Navy, a ward room 
boy on the Galena, was tried by a General Court-martial of 
which Capt. Bancroft Gherardi, U. 8. N., was President, and 
lst Lieut. B. R. Russell, U. 8. M. C., Judge-Advocate, at 
Alexandria, Egypt, July 1, upon charges of assault and 
battery and manslaughter. The evidence showed that the 
accused had quarrelled with another ward room boy, named 
John Parker, of Charleston, 8. C., and had assaulted him 
with an empty champagne bottle in the ward room pantry of 
the Galena early in the morning of June 24, causing thereby 
a fracture of the skull, of which he died on board of the 
Galena June 28, As no justification was proved, the court 
found the accused guilty of both charges, aud sentenced 
him to three years at hard labor in a prison in the United 
States, and to dishonorable discharge. The convening 
authority, Rear-Admiral Nicholson, has approved of the 
sentence, 

Lisur. Uriel Sebree, attached to the Brooklyn, South 
Atlantic Station, has been granted permission by cablegram 
dated Aug. 29 to return to his home.

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Tue hull of the old United States gunboat Algonquin, which 
has been used by Howard Spear and Co. for several years as 
a fertilizer mauufactory, was destroyed by fireon Wednesday 
morning, Aug. 30, at the foot of West Thirty-ninth street, 
New York. The health authorities and the District-Attorney 
have both made repeated attempts to suppress the business 
carried on on the Algonquin, but in vain. The fire is sup- 
poeed to have been caused by spontaneouscombustion. The 
vessel was burned to the water's edge. The Algonquin was 
a 10 gun, 3d rate, paddle wheel vessel of 640 tons, built at 
New York, and launched in 1865, and had an inglorious 
career, laid up in ordinary at New York until she was sold in 
October, 1869. If she had been burnt before she was built 
she would have saved the United States some money. 

Tue Portsmouth (N. H.) Gazette of Aug. 31 says: The 
U. 8. 8. ZYatlapoosa is expected on the 28th, and will stay 
for several days to effect some trifling repairs. There was 
quite an interesting game of base ball on the Navy-yard, on 
the 24th inst., between a picked nine from the marine guard 
attached to the U. 8. 8. Vandalia, and a picked nine from 
the seaman of the ship. The marines won after a sharp 
contest. 

Last week we left Secretary Chandler and party at New 
London Aug. 25, where they inspected the Navy-yard. The 
Secretary was received at the yard by the officers of the yard 
in dress uniform, with Congressman John T. Wait, Mayor 
Colt, ex-Congressman Augustus Brandagee, G. W. Bentley, 
Superintendent of the New London Northern Railroad, and 
Mayor O¢good, of Norwich. The Navy-yard launch was 
placed st their disposal, in which they inspected the water 
front and the large natural fresh water basin known as Loog 
Cove. The Secretary acknowledged the capability of the 
basin for harboring all the iron-clads of the United States 
Navy. ‘The party then returned to the yard, disembarked, 
and were escorted through the drill-room, store-houses, and 
all the buildings of the station, which were thoroughly in- 
spected. The Secretary, upon leaving, expressed rimself 
well pleased with the unrivalled advantages of New London 
asa naval station. The Zallapoosa then returned to New- 
port, where, Aug. 26, the Secretary, with his party, visited 
Coasters’ Harbor Island and took formal possession of the 
island as the naval training station, for which purpose it was 
receutly accepted by Congress as the gift of the city of New- 
port. Among those present were Gov. Littlefield, of Rhode 
Island ; Senators Aldrich, of Rhode Island, and Miller of 
California, and Representatives Harris and Morse, of Massa- 
chusetts. A Government salute of 21 guns was fired, and 
the Secretary made a thorough inspection of the island. 
He expressed great satisfaction at its superior advantages 
for a training station, and intimated that extensive improve- 
ments would soon be begun to fit it for its new purpose. 
The party were entertained at luncheon by Mayor Franklin 
ou behalf of the city. ‘The Secretary and party next visited 
the training ship New Hampshire. Later, Secretary Chand- 
ler made a formal visit to the torpedo station. He was re- 
ceived by a salute of 19 12-pound torpedoes, exploded with 
fine effect. The several departments of this important 
naval institution were carefully inspected, and in all respects 
the station was found to be doing effective work under the 
command of Capt. T. O. Selfridge. The special features 
were the explosion of gun-cotton torpedoes and the exhibi- 
tion of the Selfridge system of defence against torpedo 
attacks, the effectiveness of which was successfully demon- 
strated. After a quiet Sunday the Tallepoosa left Newport 
for Boston Aug. 28. The Secretary arrived at Boston on the 
Tallapoosa Aug. 30, and was received by the revenue cutter 
Gallatin, which he temporarily boarded, afterwards return- 
ing to bis own vessel. On arrival at the Navy-yard he was 
received by Commodore Badger and saluted with 19 guns. 
A battalion of marines was in line upon the dock. The 
Secretary said that his trip was one of work and not of 
pleasure. He was already of the opinion, from what he had 
seen, that the Government should not part with any of its 
naval property. When iron ships were constructed the plant 
for that purpose would be too expensive to be placed in every 
yard, but all the yards would be needed for naval stations. 
Many of the yards bad a great deal of unnecessary expense 
about their establishments, but that could be easily reduced, 
and he proposed to do it. From Boston he goes to Ports- 
mouth, N. H.

NAVAL COURTS-MARTIAL. 


GxryeRaL Courte-martial orders, Nos. 31-36, dated August 2, 
1882, anvounce the proceedings, etc., of the Courts-martial in the 
following cases:

THE PRESIDENT’S FLAG. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Aprit 18, 1865, Hon. Gideon Welles, then Secretary 
of the Navy, in the regulations of the Government of 
the United States Navy, first authoritatively prescribed 
a flag denoting the presence of the President or Vice- 
President of the United States, members of the Cabinet, 
Secretary of the Navy, and Governors of States of the 
Union. By these rules the flag of the President of 
the United States was the American ensign displayed at 
the main from the time of his ing the deck until 
his departure, the usual flag or pennant of the officer 
commanding being for the time struck. For the Vice- 
President, when received in a foreign port, the Ameri- 
can ensign was to be displayed at the fore. The same 
honor was to be paid to members of the Cabinet, jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, and the Governors of States 
of the Union. 

On the 25th of July, 1866, by a new order from the 
then Secretary of the Navy, it was prescribed that the 
flag of the President of the United States should be the 
union-jack—i. e., a rectangular flag studded with white 
stars equal to the number of States--and at the same 
time it was ordered that the flag of the Secretary of the 
Navy should be a blue rectangular flag with a white 
foul anchor placed vertically in the. centre with four 
white stars in each corner surrounding the anchor. 

In 1869, by another circular order it was directed that 
after Jan. 1, 1870, the distiuetive flag of the President 
of the United States should be the national ensiga at the 
main so long as he remains on board a vessel of war. 
For the Vice-President, in a foreign port, the nationa 
ensign at the fore. For the Secretary of the Navy the 
union-jack hoisted at the main. 

By another order, dated Jan. 6, 1876, the blue flag 
with a white anchor and four white stars was 
as the flag of the Secretary of the Navy; but the order 
as to the President’s flag and for other high civilian 
officials was not altered. 

Now comes in the recent order of Secretary Chandler 
—directing that the flag of the President sball be the 
arms of the United States painted ona blue field. 

There is certainly a propriety in the President’s hav- 
ing a desiguating flag as commander of the Army and 
Navy, and custom has sanctioned it. Whether the flag 
should be changeable at the whim, caprice or taste of a 
Secretary of the Navy or a Secretary of War, who seem 
to have claimed the right—aud who might order a dif- 
ferent flag—for the Army and Navy—so that there 
would be two Presidential flags (in 1818 8.

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ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 


In the Century for September Gen. Geo. B. McClel- 
lan considers the war in Egypt in the light of a personal 
experience acquired during a visit to that country some 
seven or eight years ago. Egyptian patriotism he re- 
gards as a myth of which there is not even a tradition 
remaining after nearly two thousand years of foreign 
tule. To the Egyptian, the government means the 
tax gatherer, the bastinado, and forced labor. Of the 
pride which is inspired by patriotism, he knows nothing. 
To him the flag has no meaning, its honor is no concern 
of his. For proof of this, attention is directed to the 
conduct of the Egyptian troops in the late Russian war 
and in Abyssinia inthe Soudan. ‘‘The achievements of 
that great soldier, Ibrahim Pasha, are not in contradic 
tion with this conclusion, because few of his troops 
were fellaheen. These conquering armies were mainly 
composed of Arabs, Syrians, Nubians, Arnauts; in fact, 
of fighting men from all the neighboring parts of the 
East, who were reduced to discipline by his stern will 
and guided to victory by his great military genius.” 





As to the complaints of the Anglo-French misrule, 


Gen. McClellan is equally skeptical. Under the Anglo- 
French control taxes were diminished, and system, 
justice and honor in their collection were substituted 
for that oriental extortion which is the inevitable result 
of system based upon the idea that the rate of tax- 
ation is simply the maximum that can be screwed ou 
of the people, and that the tax gatherer is disgracing 
his profession when he fails to collect much more than 
he is required to, and to put in his own pocket not only 
all the surplus but as much as possible of the origina! 
amount called for. Gen. McClellan holds to the opin- 
ion expressed at the time by the ARMY AND Navy 
JouRNAL that England was guilty of inexcusable negli - 
gence in not preparing in advance to follow up 
sharply with a land force the successful naval 
atatcks upon the forts at Alexandria. The di- 
Jemma in which England finds herself as the 
result of this neglect, is, says General McClellan, 
‘“‘unpleasant for any admirer of England and her in- 
stitutions: either she is unable—through defective 
organizatiou, maladministration, lack of energy, or too 
full occupation of her resources nearer home—either, 
we say, she is unable to collect upon reasonable notice 
an expeditionary force of ten or fifteen thousand men, 
or her government lacked the wisdom to anticipate the 
inevitable necessity for such a force at a given time, 
and proved their incompetency to direct military ex- 
peditions abroad. The excuse that the exigencies of 
diplomacy tied their hands is not a good one, for in this 
instance there was at stake whatever of importance 
the Suez canal and peace in Egypt may have for Eng- 
land, and it was one of those cases where a strong 
nation is fully justified in running risks and incurring 
responsibility on the side of safety for its most vital 
interests.” 

Under the most favorable circumstances, England has 
serious work before her. Even a march on Cairo—if 
the first attack upon Arabi ends the fighting—is no 
trifling affair in the hottest season of the year, and it 


down brigandage, restore order, and maintain commu- 
nications. Her delays and indecision have greatly en- 
hanced the difficulties to be encountered, and 1t is prob- 
able that the expedition will finally reach dimensions 
not as yet anticipated. Contemptible as the Fellah has 
proved himself as a soldier, there are others who may 
gather under Arabi’s standard who would prove them- 
selves no mean antagonists when fighting for their 
religion. Even the tame Egyptian, under the influence 
of fanaticism, may fight more steadily and sturdily 
than the Zulu or the Afghan. 

According to the latest report from Egypt, Arabi 
Pasha has asked for an armistice, preliminary to surren! 
der, which accords with the statement in the Paris Temps 
a fortnight ago, that Arabi on the arrival of the English 
troops concluded that he was incapable of serious re- 
sistance and dete:mined to make only a sham defence 
and then declare his readiness to lay down his arms to 
a representative of the Porte. The Sultan would thus 
be led to interpose his sovereignty between his rebel- 
lious subjects and the foreign troops. This plan is said 
to have been recommended by the Porte and concerted 
with it. Since Sir Garnet Wolseley took command the 
English have proceeded with excellent judgment di- 
rectly to the accomplishmert of what is the legitimate 
object of their invasion, the defence of the Suez Canal. 
They have met with no resistance serious enough to in- 
dicate that Arabi is the possessor of an effective force, 
and the prognostications of serious loss from disease 
have thus far not been fulfilled. The British medical 
officers in charge of the troops in Egypt all received 
printed instructions from the Army Medical Depart- 
ment fur preserving the health of the troops during the 
campaign. The fevers, various forms of cholera, dys- 
entery, poisoning from bad water, and other diseases 
which may be expected, were all carefully indicated, 
and the best treatment suggested. Precautions as to 
soil and site of camps, watcr supply, latrines, food, 
tents, quarters, and personal hygiene of troops were 
given in detail. Information was also given on the 
climate of Egypt, and more especially that of Alexan- 
dria. Military hygiene, as an English authority shows, 
has been exalted to the rank of a science by the careful 
observations of modern times; and the diverse climates 
in which English garrisons are employed have afforded 
to the doctors of the British army an amount and 
variety of experience which cannot be equalled in apy 
other. This experience, moreover, has been carefully 
recorded, for the benefit of successors in the same local- 
ity, by those who have originally gained it; and what 
may be called the Intelligence Department of the Medi- 
cal Staff is perfectly furnished with information. 

The press despatches from Egypt give reports of 
various minor affairs between the two armies now con- 
fronting each other along the Suez Canal. These are

enlarged upon in a manner which recalls the early ex- 
perience of our great war. A night attack upon Gen. 
Wolseley’s outposts at the Kassassin lock is the most 
enterprising attempt of the Egyptians. The assault 
was repelled and the Egyptians retired in good order, 
carrying all their guns and ammunition with them. 
Arabi is reported to have with him officers of no mean 
capacity in engineering and other acquirements, and his 
role seems to be the defensive. 

The month of August was consumed by the British 
in conveying their troops from England and India, aud 
getting them into position., and organizing the traus- 
port and supply departments. The Bombay officers are 
reported to have displayed great promptitude and abil- 
ity in responding to the call for troops. On Tuesday, 
July 25th, definite orders for the despatch of the force 
arrived. The next day the transport steamers were 
surveyed and chartered, and their equipment was at 
once proceeded with. Elsewhere iu this number we 
give an account of the transport of troops from England 
and other interesting facts. Extensive use is being 
made of the Egyptian railways, an elaborate and well 
designed rolling stock and appliances, including several 
powerful locomotives, having been sent from England 
in charge of a well organized railway corps, composed 
of men having had experience in traffic management 
and in the practical details of railway construction and 
working. The equipment includes every requisite for 
the repair of lines and bridges. A similarly equipped 
telegraph corps has also been sent. In short, England 
has spared no effort to make this expedition complete in 
all of its appointments, and whatever the dimensions of 
this particular contest, it will be found no doubt that 
the experience acquired and the opportunity given to 
test her modern navy and her newly organized army, 
is worth the cost. Included in that cost is likely to be 
the claims for damage to private property from Admi- 
ral Seymour’s bombardment of Alexandria. The pre- 
cedent of Sfax is cited, where the French settled claimg 
of thissort. The British are likely, in any case, to 
limit their payments to the direct damages from the guns 
of the British fleet, ignoring those resulting from the 
action of the mob. 








NAVAL PILOTAGE. 


Tue question as to whether naval officers should be 
required to pilot their own vessels in entering home ports 
continues to be actively discussed among the officers 
themselves, as well as in the papers which devote 
attention to naval subjects. The affirmative view of 
the case is well set forth in a letter we have just re- 
ceived from a most intelligent and capable naval officer, 
in which he says: ‘‘ My interest in the matter is pro- 
fessional, and is based upon the belief that unless 
Officers of the Navy are required to take responsibility 
in time of peace, they become reluctant to do it in time 
of war. As our officers must be prepared to avoid the 
attacks of rams and torpedo buats, or to use their ships 
asrams; to make raids on hostile ports and coasts, or 
to avoid obstacles in passing fortifications, this going 
into and out of ports becomes a school of practice as 
much so as rifle shooting or great gun drill, and the 
opportunities which it offers to officers to become skil- 
ful in handling ships should not be lost by the practical 
transferring of the command and the responsibility to a 
pilot for the time being. 

“The importance to be attached to the acquirement 
of an accurate knowledge of the manceuvring powers of 
aship, by aii the officers who are likely to succeed to 
the command, is best expressed by Captain Long. 
R. N., ia the course of his remarks in the discussion of 
the Naval Prize Essay for 1880, as follows: ‘The ram 
being reintroduced has rendered it necessary for officers 
to be much more familiar with manceuvring their ships 
than was formerly requisite. The slightest mistake 
now in mancuvring your ship may cause her loss. It 
is, therefore, evident every officer of commissioned 
rank ought to be competent to take a ship into action.’ 

‘All authorities agree that in all the drills or practice 
of armies or navies the conditions should, during peace, 
approximate as nearly as possible to those which would 
be likely to exist during war. In directing the move- 
ments of a steamer about a crowded harbor like New 
York, not only are the officers most likely to gain a 
thorough knowledge of her manceuvring powers, but 
the conditions call forth the characteristic traits which 
are essential to success in naval battles. 

‘Iu my opinion, it matters little if naval vessels, un- 
der way in harbors without pilots, cecasionally collide 
or run on ‘banks;’ for these very accidents, or errors 
of judgment, constitute experience, which is economi- 
cally bought at the cost of repairs or by the use of tugs. 
It is better to purchase experience, at a comparatively 

small cust in time of peace, than to postpone it until 





war comes, when it can only be bought at a great sacri- 
fice of men and money. In considering this subject I 
leave out entirely the sentimental question of possible 
injustice to pilots, their present charges, as well as the 
compulsory laws. I am only anxious that a means of 
acquiring skill in handling ships should not be lost, and 
that naval officers shall be prepared, by practice and by 
example, to give the best account of themselves when 
the time comes.” 

With all of this we most cordially agree, and if the 
view taken by our correspondent in regard to the use to 
be made of naval vessels in acquiring experience for 
their officers, even at the expense of some loss of Gov- 
ernment property, is that held by the Department, no 
reasonable objection can be made, except it be by the 
pilots, to an order forbidding pilotage. We publish 
elsewhere an article on the subject, which appeared in 
the New York Herald. 








THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Ir is not easy to determine the real merits of the con- 
troversy between General Sturgis and the Commission- 
ers of the Soldiers’ Home. There may be reason in their 
charge that they have not been able to secure his hearty 
co-operation in the management of the institution, but 
unfortunately this complaint follows hard upon a Con- 
gressional verdict that the management of the institu- 
tion has not been such as to justify the co-operation of 
an officer having at heart the good of the Soldiers’ 
Hone and the interest of the service which it represents. 

We do not undertake to say how much truth there is in 
the report of the Congressional Committee, and we do 
not class it among the documents whose statements are 
to be accepted without reservation. But it is certainly 
most unfortunate, considering all the circumstances, 
that the answer to it should be the removal of General 
Sturgis. Admitting all that is charged against him, 
would it not have been wiser to have forborne until a 
conclusive answer had been made to the charges em- 
bodied in the Congressional report? This would seem 
at least to be the opinion of the Secretary of War, 
whose application to the Attorney-General for an 
opinion as to his power to disregard the recommenda- 
tion of the Commissioners would appear to indicate a 
purpose to overrule their action. The Attorney-General 
on Friday rendered an elaborate opinion to the effect 
that the question as to following the recommendation of 
the Commissioners was in the discretion of the Secretary. 
According to unofficial statements from the War De- 
partment, the order of removal will be revoked, and Gen. 
Sturgis will remain in charge of the Home. Of course 
there are two sides to the story, aud the only way to 
obtain any definite information is to wait and see. It 
is denied at the Department that the Secretary of War 
telegraphed on Thursday to Gen. Hardin that he need 
not come to Washington until the matter has been de- 
cided by the Attorney General. 

Following is the letter of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Home, addressed to the Secretary of War, re- 
questing the removal of General Sturgis, and recom- 
mending General Har din as lis successor : 


WasHineTon, August 18, 1882. 


To the Honorable the Secretary of War: 


The Commissioners of the Soldiers’ Home find it necessary toe 
report to you under the requirements of section 4,816 Revised 
Statutes, thht an immediate change of governors of the Home is 
required in order that the interests of the institution may no 
longer suffer as they now do and as they have done for several 
months past. 

The present Governor, Gol. Samuel D. Sturgis, 7th Cavalry, 
after a trial of over a year, ¥e find, possesses none of the qualifi- 
cations necessary to a proper administration of the affuirs of the 
Home. Both as a commanding officer and in the performance of 
the executive duties incident to the position he has failed so 
signally to give satisiaction that this step becomes one of abso- 
lute necessity if the Home interests are to be conducted economi- 
cally or to the welfare ot the inmates. 

His want of co-operation with the Commissioners renders the 
situation one of exceeding gravity, and our disappointment in 
this respect is augmented by the injury which has resulted in 
the experiment of assigning him to the position. The word “ex- 
periment” is used because it will be well understood that in the 
selection of officers for the Home there must, to a greater ur less 
extent, be a degree of chance. It would appear that the law an- 
ticipated, and directed accordingly, that the officers shall be “‘ap- 
pointed or removed from time to time, as the interests of the in- 
stitution may require, by tbe Secretary of War, on the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Commissioners.”” We cannot always 
be sure that the officers selected will prove to be the best that 
can be obtained for the position. Such has been our experience 
in the case of Colonel Sturgis. He has maintained a studied 
avoidance of all voluntary communication with the Commis- 
sioners, and the conduct of affairs at the Home for which we are 
responsible is more than crippled thereby. There is no hope of 
any remedy for this state of things except a change of governors, 
and this cannot be avoided ; and we cannot too urgently re- 
quest that Col. Sturgis be relieved. 

The office of secretary and treasurer of the Home is now tem- 
porarily filled by Major Milton Cogswell, the Deputy Governor, 
Capt. J. D. Stevenson, 8th Cay., having been relieved at his own rs- 
quest on account of ill health. The assignment of a competent 
oificer to this position should be made as early as practicable. 

The views of the Commissioners are in accordance with the 
proposed requirement contained in a Senate bill, now 
Congress, thut the officers of the Home should be selectod rom 
the retired list, giving preference, it possible, to those retired on 
account of wounds; and we therefore recommend that under sec- 
tion 1259, Revised Statutes, Brigadier General Martin D. Hardin, 
United States Army, retired, be assigned to duty as Governor o 
the Soldiers’ Home, to relieve Colonel 8. D. Sturgis, 7th Cavalry, 
and that Captain Beajamin F, Rittenhouse, brevet major, United 
States Army, retired, be assigned to duty as secretary aud trea-

Tue importance of establishing a strong reserve fund 
forthe Navy Mutual Aid Association can hardly be better 
demonstrated than by supposing a disaster similar to 
that which befell the Huron or Oneida to occur to one 
of our large flagshipsp—the Lancaster, for example— 
which has on board at this time fourteen members of 
the Association, and has had even more. Heaven forbid 
that such tragedies should ever be repeated! We pray 
that they may not; but, at the same time, we can judge 
of the future only by the past, and that teaches us that 
they will be repeated. Therefore it behooves those 
interested to ‘“‘stand by” and ‘bear off” in time. 
Among the most valuable amendments now being voted 
upon is one (No. 10) which provides by a system of 
quarterly assessments for the creation of a sufficient 
fund to pay eleven death benefits at one time should 
that ever become necessary. There was, of course, 
much difference as to what number should be adopted. 
Many favored eight, and some ten, but the Committee 
on Amendments have recommended eleven and that 
number has been formally submitved to the members 
wherever serving, and must be voted upon as it stands. 
Scarcely anyone disputes the positive need of a reserve 
fund of some kind, and it is hardly to be expected that 
the amendment will be negatived because of slight dif- 
ferences of opinion as to what number would be best. 





Gen. SHERMAN will not ask to be placed on the re- 
tired list of the Army in November of 1888, as stated 
by the Associated Press, as he is well aware that there 
is no existing law under which he could retire at that 
time. It is his intention to ask tu be placed on waiting 
orders or leave of absence from that time unti] February 
8th, 1884, when he will have reached the age of 
sixty-four, the age for retirement under the recent act 
of Congress. His purpose in asking to be relieved 
from the command of the Army at that time is to give 
his successor an opportunity of submitting to the suc- 
ceeding Congress such views as he may desire, looking 
to the best interests of the service. Generel Sherman 
has given notice to the parties occupying his house in 
St. Louis that it is his purpose to take up his residence 
there on the 1st of November, 1883. 


A oBANGE in the orders for the transfer of the 12th 
U. S. Infantry to the Department of the Platte was de- 
cided upon this week and the regiment will go to the 
Department of the East, so as to make up for the two 
newly mounted batteries withdrawn from General Han- 
cock’s command. The 12th Infantry will be distributed 
amongst the posts in Northern New York, with head- 
quarters at Madison Barracks, Sackett’s Harbor, where 
there are superior accommodations in the way of quar- 
ters. General Willcox and his regiment will, we doubt 
not, find the change a most agreeable one, as certainly 
the 12th U. 8. Infantry has had its full share of frontier 
service. If our memory serves aright, some sixteen 
years ago the regiment was stationed in New York 
Harbor, since which time it has had somewhat of a 
roving career, generally remote from civilization. 

















M. Pavt Leroy Beavwizu argues in the Paris Debats 
that it is England’s interest to be prudent and moder- 
ate at Suez, in order not to create for the United States 
exclusive rights over the Panama Cane), which will 
one day possess an importance equal, some say superior, 
to that of the Suez, uniting the two coasts of 
America, and placing the British in communication 
with New Zealand and Eastern Australia.

We shall hear no more of the Channel Tunnel for 
some time to come. The British government have 
given their decision with respect to the matter; and, 
so far as it goes, it is adverse. After obtaining the re- 
port of the War Office Committee and the opinions of 
experts as to the military aspects of the projected work, 
they have come to the conclusion that it would not be 
advisable to allow the two Channel Tunnel bi_ls, intro- 
duced into Parliament, to proceed further. According- 
ly, on the motion of Mr. Chamberlain, the orders for the 
second reading of the Channel Tunnel Railway bill and 
the Southeastern Tunnel Railway bill were discharged. 
Mr. Chamberlain stated that the government had decided 
to propose, early next session, the appointment of a 
joint committee to consider the whole matter. 





Tae Army will most cordially respond to what is 
said in the Medical Record of July 15 on the subject of 
the retirement of Army surgeons to this effect: “ By 
the retirement clause of the last Army Appropriation 
bill, the following medical officers were retired, having 
reached the age of sixty-four years, viz.: Surgeon- 
General J. K. Barnes, Cols. J. M. Cuyler and W. 8. 
King, and Lieut.-Col. James Simons. Thus has been 
inaugurated a new rule, which cannot but be of benefit 
to the whole Army, and particularly to the Medical 
Department, Major Brown, for instance, having been 
stationary in the rank of major for twenty-one years. 
Promotion will now flow apace, as the rule adopted 
will limit the term of servic3 of every officer. No one 
will say that the officers now retired are beyond further 
usefulness. They retire to inaugurate the rule, and the 
sacrifice they are called upon to make for the good of 
the whole Army, of retiring before disability, will be 
accounted not the Icast among the acts for which they 
will be remembered. 

‘* These officers were already veterans of the Mexican 
war, in which Cuyler gained great reputation, and 
Simons was wounded when the war of the rebellion 
broke out. King was the medical director of the first 
Bull Run, and Barnes and Cuyler became medica! in- 
spectors-general. Cuyler is one of the most popular 
surgeons in the Army—is respected, loved, and rever- 
enced above all. Barnes, as surgeon-general, bas had a 
greater influence on the fortunes of the Medical Corps 
than any of his predecessors. He has raised its morale by 
improving its personnel, the incompetent and black sheep 
have been excluded, and the vacancies filled by men of 
such excellence that the corps to-day stands without a 
rival. Under the direction of Barnes the splendid ‘ Med- 
ical and Surgical History of the Rebellion’ has been 
published, a great medical library has been completed, 
the most extensive museum of the pathological pro- 
ducts of war established, besides the ordinary routine 
duties, which have pressed not lightly at times. In re- 
tiring, Barnes can certainly look back with pleasure on 
the valuable work he has accomplished.” 








Some of the daily newspapers have very unjustly 
referred to the inspection tour of Secretary Chandler 
and party as a junketing trip at Government expense. 
There has been probably no more important trip made 
by any official of the Government during the summer 
than this one, and the Secretary and party have worked 
as hard, perhaps, as when engaged at the Departments. 
It would be well, no doubt, if heads of bureaus of the 
civil branches of the Government would occupy their 
vacation in seeking information for the benefit of their 
departments instead of spending the summer months in 
the mountains and at sea shores in fishing and other 
idle pursuits. According to a private letter from Engi- 
neer-in-Chief Shock to an officer in the Engineer Corps 
their trip has been purely a business one, with but few 
opportunities for pleasure. He states that a meeting of 
the Secretary and heads of bureaus is held daily on 
board the Tallapoosa to discuss the conditions and 
workings of the various Navy-yards visited. A large 
amount of notes aud manuscript of importance to the 
Navy have been accumulated, which will form a basis 
for the annual report of the Secretary of ‘the Navy to 
Congress this year. Secretary Chandler has made a 

very careful examination of the yards and inquiry into 
the routine workings of the machine shops and other 





‘opinion of the party that the Brooklyn yard contains 
| more ground than is of absolute need, and that a por- 
j tion of it could be disposed of to advantage, and it is 
| possible that the same opinion will prevail with refer- 
ence to some cf the other yards. The party, it is ex- 
pected, will return to Washington about Saturday, 
Sept. 9. One remark of the Secretary’s, while inspect- 
ing the Boston yard, our correspondent reports, has 
given much comfort there. While at the lower end of 
the yard that presents a good view of the large massive 
granite building he remarked: ‘‘ What do the gentle- 
men who talk of selling this yard propose to do with 
these elegant stone buildings ?” 








Captain C. B. Throckmorton, 4th U. 8. Artillery, at 
present in command at Fort Preble, Me., has heen as- 
signed to the command of Light Battery B, 4th U. 8.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

A very eminent and remarkable member of the Russian 
nobility, Count Orloff Davydoff, whose warm attachment to 
England was a singular feature in his long career, died at 
St. Petersburg recently. Count Orloff Davydoff was born 
in 1807. His father, General Davydoff, came of an ancient 
Tartar etock, and his mother, the Countess Orloff, was the 
daughter of the youngest of the five brothers Orloff who are 
noted ia Russian history as the chief promoters of the revo- 
lution which placed the sceptre of Peter III. in the hands of 
his wife, the Empress Catherin> II. Of these five brothers, 
the eldest achieved great success in the first half of the last 
century as head of the Artillery; the second commanded the 
first Russian fleet in the Mediterranean and destroyed the 
Turkish Navy at Tchesma; while the tbird and youngest, 
Count Viadimir Orloff, the possessor of immense wealth and 
of highly cultivated tastes, became the president of the 
Academy of Sciences, and took his grandson, the subject of 
the present sketch, under his special care. 

Tue death of Commodore Edward White, senior British 
officer at Jamaica, occurred at Port Royal, August 4, from 
malignant fever. The deceased officer was well known and 
much respected throughout the service. 

Dr. Joun R. Lear, a prominent physician of Paterson, 
died August 29, of dysentery, at the age of fifty-tive. He 
served as brigade, division and corps surgeon during the 
war, and at one time was medical director of the Dapartment 
of the South. He was twice wounded. 

A pEspatcH from Fort Douglas, Utah, reports the death 
at that post, on August 30, of Major Chas. W. Wingard, 
paymaster U.S. A. The deceased officer, a native of Penn- 
sylvania, entered the service during the war as a major of 
the 137th Pennsylvania Volunteers ; was promoted lieuten- 
ant-colonel March 15, 1863, and mustered out June 1, 1853 ; 
appointed additional paymaster May 10, 1864, which position 
he vacated May 25, 1867, having on the 17th of January of 
that yoar been appointed a major and paymaster in the 
Regular Army. He received ths brevet of lieutenant- 
colonel of volunteers June 15, 1866, for faithful and merito- 
rious condact during the war. Major Wiogard was highly 
esteemed by a large circle of friends and acquaiutances, and 
his death has caused much sorrow at Fort Douglas.

THE PILOTAGE OF NAVAL VESSELS. 


Tue various articles which have recently appeared in 
the newspapers, reflecting upon the wisdom of the Navy 
Department in requiring commanding officers of vessels 
of war to pilot their own ships in and out of harbors 
where the channels are not especially intricate, would 
seem to have been inspired either by pilots or by those 
naval officers who are reluctant to assume responsibility, 
however slight. 

The pilots, naturally enough, see in this new practice 
another evidence of the decline of their calling; and, 
apparently, hope that by raising enough clamor to cover 
the real issue they may gain sufficient influence to have 
the present orders revoked. 

When sail was the motive power, and ships were 
compelled to beat up comparatively narrow channels, 
the local knowledge of pilots was requisite, both for 
safety, and in order to save time by taking advantage 
ef the tides, currents, eddies, and winds with which 
they were familiar. 

But the commanding officer of a powerful steamer, 
which is more completely under control, and less 
affected by cross tides than a sailing ship, is able to steer 
a straight course, and to keep the middle of the chan- 
nels ; hence has little er no need for a pilot. 

Sympathy can well be felt for this fine class of men, 
for if the compulsory pilot laws should be rerealed, it 
would be seen that steam has as certainly destroyed 
them as pilots, as the 1ailway destroyed the race of 
stage-drivers before them. 

It is difficult, however, to understand the opposition 
of naval officers to the pclicy of the Department, for 
they should know that willingness to assume responsi- 
bility is but another name for daring, which is essential 
to success in warfare; and is, in fact, the characteristic 
mest to be encouraged and cultivated in all navies. 

It is well known that the fear of taking responsi- 
bility, alone prevented the Navy from adding Charies- 
ton ard Wilmington to the glory of the capture of New 
Orleans, and the battle of Mobile Bay. 

Our officers have become so accustomed to employ- 
ing pilots, or persons offering as such, whether navigat- 
ing Long Island Sound or Vineyard Sound, or entering 
such ports as Newport and Portland, that the approach 
of one of our ships-of-war is a sigoal for the fishermen 
in the vicinity to drop their lines and nets and struggle 
for the job of taking the ship “ into port,” “ through 
the sound,” or ‘‘ over the shoals.” 

A Norfolk pilot has been employed to accompany a 
naval steamer from the Chesapeake to New York, for 
the alleged reason that the commander had no con- 
fidence in his officers. Upon another occasion an 
Eastern Coast pilot was hired to accompany a naval 
steamer along the Florida Reef, although he had never 
been south of Savannah. 

From habits formed during the days of sailing ships ; 
from a want of incentive to do their best, owing to the 
method of promotion in the Navy, and also from a de- 
sire to assist a deserving body of men, officers had 
grown to consider it their right to take pilots at the Gov- 
ernment expense anywhere and everywhere, regardless 
of the cost, in order tc relieve themselves from a feeling 
of personal responsibility. 

Apart from the expense of the custom the disadvan- 
tages were two-fold: First, the example and effect 
upon the junior officers were most injurious; secondly, 
the opportunities were lost for displaying skill and 
gaining experience in the management of steamers. 

With the abundant aids to navigation, in the shape 
of excellent charts, buoys, beacons, ranges and light- 
houses, by day, and range lights by night, no seaman 
can surely believe that the harbors, which are accessi- 
ble to the steamers of our Navy, are at all difficult to 
enter. Nor are tides and currents to be feared by offi- 
cers in command of steamers. 

The only semblance of difficulty might be that other 
vessels were bound in and out of the same harbor ; but 
care must be exercised to avoid collision, and a sharp 
lookout kept for obstacles, in the form of sunken ves- 
sels. These latter are buoyed by lighthouse inspectors 
at once, and the information is, or should be, dissemi- 
nated ithmediately by means of notices issued from the 
Hydrographic office. 

The harbor of New York may be safety taken as an 
example of a crowded harbor, in which collisions are 
most liable to occur; but from Sandy Hook to 23d 
street the channel is broad and deep, plainly marked, 
and without sharp turns. 

The tides, at certain stages, set across the whole 
harbor, and the ebb tide from the East River is strong, 
and sets across the North River. 

In directing the movements of a steamer it is only 
necessary to slightly alter the course to overcume these 
changes of tides. 

Presence of mind, good judgment and skill are re- 
quired to carry a steamer safely from Castle William 
to 23d street, or up the East River; but these traits, 
above all others, are the ones which must be exercised 
in naval battles, where, according to the best authori- 
ties, after the first shock of the collision much will de- 
pend upon individual action. 

Most certainly, a fleet of ships at anchor in the North 
River, with ferry boats, tows, schooners and ocean 
steamers goiug back and forth, are more easily avoided 
in daylight than half a dozen torpedo boats and rams 
would be in action, and yet in action the torpedoes and 
rams must be avoided or the ship will be lost; hence, 
going into and out of New York and other ports be- 
comes a school of manceuvre and offeis the very best 
opportunities which naval officers have in time of peace 
for practice in handling their ships, and for this reason 
alone they should be directed and encouraged to dis- 
pense with pilots upon all occasions. } x

THE LATE ARTILLERY CHANGES. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Arter years of neglect, and we might say without 
mention at Army Headquarters, except, perhaps, to re- 
mind an occasional artillery visitor, that his arm of the 
service was doing no Indian fighting, and consequently 
was going to get no promotion, because so many cav- 
alry and infantry heroes bad to be taken care of, the 
“powers that be” appear to have taken a new depar- 
ture. It is not unfrequent that the small Army of the 
United States has to cry ‘‘save us from our friends ;” 
acd so far as the writer’s knowledge goes, that expresses 
the feeling of the artillery in the matter of creating ad- 
ditional mounted batteries of artillery. 

Within a short time since the close of the late war, 
one company of each regiment has ostensibly been 
a light battery. For a few years they were all assem- 
bled at what was then a frontier post, for instruction 
and drill; but owing partly to want of proper organi- 
zation, partly to want of fostering care and attention 
from Army headquarters, and still more, to so called 
exigencies of the service, which converted the com- 
mand for the greater portion of its time into a scouti 
party of cavalry, the consolidation idea was abandoned, 
and the various light companies have since been sta- 
tioned at their respective regimental headquarters ; 
wheu for various reasons, extending from the want of 
a proper drill ground, to necessities of more pressin 
importance, conceived to exist by the various command- 
ers they have been subjected to, have done little else 
than perfunctory light artillery duty, and have been 
of little benefit to either the individuals comprising 
them, to scientific or practical artillery, or to the 
Army. 

The magnificent distances separating them have pre- 
cluded their ever being massed for drill and instruction 
in the only form of manceuvre applicable to the field of 
battle, which mcdern military progress has left tolight 
artillery, and where locally the hills they have had to 
level, the dales they have had to fill, and the manuriog 
and compositing and sub-soiling they have had to do, to 
satisfy the practical ideas of this commander, or the 
aesthetical landscape eye of that, has reduced the light 
artillery soldier’s duties practically to those of a navvy 
and a groom, enlivened it may be, daily, by the ex- 
hilarating monotony of standing gun drill. 

Associated at the same post with foot troops and 
sharing their duties, the erlisted men of the batteries 
have seen that with the same pay, they have to do about 
twice the amount of professional labor of their foot 
companions, besides contribute their own strength, as 
well as the battery horse power, to gratify the pleasure 
or the whim, of the superior functionary who may be 
their commander. The result is seen and measured by 
the much greater per cent. of desertion that exists in 
all the batteries. 

The late order, instead of rectifying these faults in- 
creases them by doubling the number of skeleton batter- 
ies, and isolating them at various department headquar- 
ters, where they may be used to gratify the foibles or 
cater to the eccentricities of several superiors. 

H>w much more satisfactory and sensible would it have 
been to have raised each of the existing light batteries to 
the standard organization prescribed by tactics, and to 
have assembled them all at some one of the numerous 
posts where forage is cheap, grazing and drill-ground 
ample; where meu could not compare their arduous duty 
with others of q lighter kind, and above all, where, un- 
der a competent commander, and staff selected for fit- 
ness aud avility, light artillery routine, tactics and evo- 
lutions, science and application, could advance hand in 
hand, and render the country some return for its outlay, 
as well as afford satisfaction and improvement to 
those belonging to the organization. 

Expense, in relation to Army affairs, is the one poten- 
tial adjunct that fixes the matter for good or for evil, 
and we more than wonder at the late orders, when we 
see how easily it is made apparent that the expense is at 
a maximum, and the benefit to accrue at a minimum, 
when we cowpare the cost and advantages of the plan 
adopted with that proposed in this paper. 

Five fully organized light batteries, as prescribed in 
tactice, with six guos and caissons, and six horses to 
each carriage, would require 25 officers, 595 enlisted 
men, and 550 horses. 

Teo skeleton batteries of four guus and caissons, and 
four horses to each carriage, would uire 50 officers, 
650 enlisted men, and 640 horses; a difference in favor 
of the proposed pian and against that adopted, of 25 offi- 
cers, 55 enlisted men and 90 horses. 

The proposed plan would give five perfect organiza- 
tions, competent to perform any maneeuvre and abund- 
aptly able to keep themselves in admirable order and 
perfect drill, withuut excessive fatigue or overwork to 
the men. United in one command they would become 
homogeneous, and by contact and friendly rivalry arrive 
at a degree of efficiency and instruction and discipline im- 
possible to be obtained under the present system. The 
present organizations are notoriously too weak to prop- 
erly take care of the property in their possession; are 
debarred from all drill in the school of the battalion, and 
from proper facilities to perform many of the prescribed 
battery manceuvres. 

‘Lhe movement looks as though it was not made in 
the true interests of the Artillery arm. It is to be 
that a few years of experience will develop the truth of 
the ideas herein advanced, and it is that our 
own experience of the past, to say of that of 
foreign services, was not considered of suificient value 
to be utilized. Proaress.

The Hon. John L. Webster responded to ‘‘ Nebraska, with 
her Brilliant Future,” and then Capt. Bourke, A. D. C., re- 
sponded to “The Army.” His speech was modest, but 
effective. He said : 


Whatever knowledge of the great West may be conceded me, I 
bope that no one will deny me the right to speak in glowing 
terms of the generous hospitality and courtesy at all times ex- 
tended by the citizens of Omaha to the officers of the Army with 
whom they have come in contact. My remarks have been very 
similar to Artemus Ward's lecture upon the “Babes in the

The Army officer reminds me of ‘Poor Joe,” 
in Dickens’ story of ‘* Dombey aud Son;’’ whenever he has be- 
come & trifle comfortable, the Secretary of War, like the grim 
policeman, tells him to keep moving on. 

Official orders may interpose distance between us, but they 
cannot destroy tho memory of the friendly relations which have 
bound us together. There will always be in our hearts and 
minds a warm, bright recollection of Omaha, its energetic men 
and cheurming women, and I hope that you will, on your side, 
keep a place tor us in your memory.

Against this decree Mrs 
Logan begged and pleaded to be allowed to go to her 
wounded husband, but the captain was inexorable, saying 
he had no option in the matter, and if he permitted her to 
travel on his boat he would forfeit his charter. 

‘‘Then,” replied Mrs. Logan, *‘if I caunot persuade you 
to gratify me in this act of humanity I will compel you to do 
so. If this boat is going to Fort Donaldson Iam going on it; 
I will stay here if I have to fight to do so, and the only way 
you will ever get me off till we reach my destination will be 
to throw me and my child overboard.” That settled it. The 
captain, who was naturally a humane man, moved away 
abashed before the determined fire flashing from the eyes 
of the devoted wife, and muttering “it’s no use to try and 
do anything with that woman,” gave orders to cast od the 
lines, and in a few moments the vessel was steaming up the 
Ohio en route for Fort Donaldson. During the passage Mrs. 
Logan was treated with marked consideration, and arrived 
with her daughter Dolly at the scene of her husband's suf- 
fering—the first woman and child on the ground—remaining 
in the log cabin where he was lodged, nursing him until he 
was sufficiently recovered to travel home. During these 
painful and anxious days little Dolly was constantly at her 
father’s side helping to solace and wile away the tedious 
hours of his convalescence. 

Thus on, through all the stages of the war as often as it 
was possible or permissible for her to reach her husband; at 
Jackson and Memphis, Tenn. ; Corinth, Miss. ; Huntsville, 
Ala., accompanied always by her little daughter Dolly, was 
Mrs. Logan to be found in the great camps of the Army of 
the Tennessee, 

The war being ended Gen. Logan was again returned to 
Congress, becoming and remaining Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs either of the House or the Senate, 
with but short intervals, up to the present time. 

In her childhood Dolly Logan acquired an attachment for 
Army life, which the almost constant intercourse with offi- 
cers of the Army in Washington, by reason of her father’s 
official connection with its interest, only served to strength- 
eu; and this partiality for the Army led her friends to be- 
lieve that she would seek a matrimonial alliance with one of 
its officers. 

But it seems to have been otherwise decreed, she meeting 
‘her fate” in the person of a most estimable young man in 
this city—Mr. W. F. Tucker, Jr., the son of a worthy citizen 
and banker, long identified with the best interests of Chi- 
cago. Young Mr. Tucker was himself connected for a con- 
siderable time with one of the leading banks in this city, and 
subsequently engaged in commercial pursuits, in which, 
however, he met with serious reverses ; and this latter fact 
may be said to have led up to his appointment as paymaster 
in the Army. 

Had Gen. Logan undertaken to secure such appointment 
for his only daughter's husband, to gratify her aspirations, 
no fair-minded person in or out of the Army could consist- 
ently declare that he was asking too much from the Govern- 
ment he had so signally served. 

But the sequel shows that Gen. Logan personally had no 
hand in Major Tucker’s appointment. It seems that when 
Mrs. Tucker became advised of a prospective vacancy in the 
Pay Department she approached her father with a request 
that he use his influence in securing the appointment of her 
husband to the first vacancy. This he positively refused to 
do, on the ground, of course—the only one that could be 
employed—that he would not lend himself to the official pre- 
ferment of his own relatives. 

When the proposition to seek the appointment was made 
to Mr. Tucker, to his credit be it said that he took the same 
view of the case expressed by Gen. Logan and refused to 
engage in the contest for the place. 

Nothing daunted by this double rebuff, Mrs. Tucker, 
knowing the estimation in which her father’s services were 
held, determined to seek their recognition by her individual 
solicitations, and with this purpose fixed in her mind she 
went to Washington, where she formed an alliance with her 
mother for the gratification of her ambition, and the result 
is known.. Mr. Tucker, finding the way made clear for him, 
without an effort on his part, and yielding to his wife’s long- 
cherished aspirations for an Army hfe, made the necessary 
formal application, aud thus secured for himself and wifo— 
eratwise ‘‘ Daughter of the Regiment ”—a place in the fra- 
ternity of the Army—an acquisition, indeed, of which the 

Army should well feel proud, and, in due time, no doubt 
will be.

WEST POINT. 


Apvices this week state that forty-two out of the forty- 
seven applicants appointed by Congressmen for admission 
to the Military Academy at West Point have arrived, and all 
of them have passed the medical examination. Among them 
is the colored applicant from Florida, Lemuel W. Livingston. 
He is described as nearly six feet in height aud jet black. 
He is accompanied by the white Professor of the College 
from which he graduated. He is boarding with a colored 
woman named Simpson at Highland Falls, and will remain 
there until it is decided whether he passes the required ex- 
amination. Dr. Alexander, examining surgeon, says he has 
a fine physique and a bright and intelligent face. He takes 
daily walks with the Professor referred to. Some of the 
officers speak in a highly complimentary manner of his 
physique and general appearance. It is believed that he will 
pass the required examination. August 28 the regular clos- 
ing hop of the season took place in Mess Hall, and there was 
a large attendance, mcluding guests from Scranton’s Hotel 
and the West Point Hotel. The music was by the West Point 
Band. Among the lookers on were Col. Merritt, the newly 
appointed superintendent. Gen. Howard and staff left for 
Omaha August 31, and Col. Merritt then assumed command. 
The cadets broke camp August 30 and went into winter 
quarters. 

Gen. O. O. Howard, U. 8. A., before leaving West Point, 
this week for Omaha, made a final report to the War De- 
partment concerning Military Academy affairs, which is in- 
teresting and instructive. Upon the subject of discipline he 
says: 

Iam of the opinion that some method should be introduced to 
limit the number of reports, abolishing certain classes of delin- 
quencies altogether and modifying others. If possible it would 
be well toclear the slate and commence anew. It is an excel- 
lent time now to give the institution the proper change in dis- 
ciplinary reports and punishments, now that there is necessarily 
a transition, caused by the abolition of the geographical depart- 
ment aoda return to simple superintendency. Of course it isa 
matter to be submitted to those of mature judgment and abundant 
experience. There are certainly three times as many reports 
given asformerly. Freedom of action is impaired, manliness not 
increased and the desired effects of wholesome restraint not se- 
cured by excessive reporting. I think the effect of excessive re- 
porting upon a member of the incoming class is often much 
the same as unceasing faultfinding with a child. It sometimes 
produces nervveusness, timidity and uncertain action, but oftener 
eye-service, callousness and disgust at authority; I therefore 
recommend that this subject of the discipline of the academy be 
thoroughly reconsidered by a board of competent officers. There 
have been very few cases of discipline of a grievous nature 
during the year, and scarcely any attempt at hazing. 

A custom, however, has grown up settling petty difficulties by 
what is called a“ fisticaff.”" Under the code in vogue two or 
three meetings have taken place, but only one that came officially 
to my knowledge, and this was in consequence of the severe hurts 
inflicted upon Cadet E. N. Scudder, of the fourth class, by Cadet 
F. A. Cook, of the third. Three other cadets assisted at the en- 
counter, namely: Cadet A. B. Jackson, of the first ; Cadet F. W. 
Carmahan, of the third, and Cadet P. Henry, of the fourth class. 
I gave the same punishmeet to all who were engaged— about 
a month and a half confinement in camp, with a reprimand, de- 
ducting from Cadet Scudder’s detention the days of confinement 
in hospital. Cadet Scudder, who is now convalescent, suffered so 
much, his case being long in suspense, that I am confident a last- 
ing impression against the barbarous code bas been made in the 
corps 

Certainly very few of the cadets present at the Academy had 
anytbing to do whatever with the affair.

THE INTERNATIONAL RIFLE MATCH. 

As the time for the great final contest approaches, the in- 
terest in the work of the sixteen picked riflemen who are now 
practising at Oreedmoor to secure a harmonious and advan- 
tageous working together, as well as to master the mysteries 
and difficulties of both rifles and range increases. 

The men have been diligently working since the beginning 
of the week with a somewhat slight but decided improve- 
ment in the scores. When the latter are considered it must 
be borne in mind that the shooters are not yet by any means 
finally organized as a team, that every shot fired is still ex- 
perimental, and that under these circumstances the scores 
made, which at the higher ranges particularly seem some- 
what low, are not by any means as discouraging as might ap- 
pear at the first glance. As further reasons for encourage- 
mept,and points in favor of the Americans, may be mentioned, 
the excellent, energetic spirit shown by them in taking 
hold of the work in hand and their good sense in submit- 
ting to the advice and directions of the “coaches” in 
every respect—qualities nut to be underestimated as ateps to 
ultimate success, ; 

On the other hand it is a fact not to be denied that much 
has been lost to the men on this side by the retention of the 
prone position in so many cases, and now when this mistake 
is realized it is too late to mend it. It was wrong in adber- 
ing to the old maxim that the prone position is the only true 
military one, and the result of the failure to discard this fal- 
lacy is now painfully apparent. This old idea has all along 
been regarded as gospel in certain circles, and as a conse- 
quence the National Guard received no instruction or en- 
ccuragement in other positions. A soldier shouid be atle to 
shoot in all positions, and the sooner this idea is adopted in 
the National Guard the better. 

Our team will be at a decided disadvantage in this respect 
with their opponents from the other side, where the back 
position is almost universally used at the longe: ranges. . The 
almost impossibility of holding the rifle steady with an elbow 
rest is well known—then, how much advantage can there be 
derived of ever 80 much ‘‘ coaching,” allowances for wind, 
hight, etc., withont the certainty that the shooter can be re- 
lied upon for ‘* holding ?” 

However, as said above, it is too late now to remedy the 
evil, a8 was shown in the case of one of the contestants a 
few days ago who turned on his back, and the most must be 
made of the situation as it now presents itself. Those who 
know consider matters very encoursging, although to us it 
seems that our men will have to do a great deal of hard and 
earnest work before they can indulge ia much reasonable 
hope for victory, particularly if the report (as made by a 
gentleman lately from the other side) is true, that the British 
are able to average 31 and fraction at all the rauges. 

We give below the totals made at Creedmoor on Aug. 29 
and 30. Of course, there were the usual excuses of bad 
light and wind, mistakes, etc., but on the whole there is an 
undoubted improvement. There are yet too many misses 
made at the longer ranges The veteran Mr. Ranson Rath- 
bone and Dr. 8. T. G. Dudley are acting as ‘‘ coaches” to 
the men, and their valuable advice has been the cause of 
great improvement in the scores, while Col. Bodine, the cap- 
tain, and hie adjutant, Capt. Robbins, are doing their 
utmost to bring the men up to the required perfection. The 
men, with commendable spirit, all agreed to aim at one 
point, ‘a nine o'clock centre,” and to make all corrections 
and allowances for wind, elevation, etc., over the bar of the 
rear sight. 

The following directions have been furnished by Col. 
Bodine to each man: The sights upon your mfle being 273¢ 
inches apart, a movement of line on the rear sight either for 
wind or elevation of 1-100 of an inch give a variatiun on the 
tarwet of 1 31-100 inches for each 100 yards; or, in other 
words, if, using a Vernier marking hundredths of an inch :

Col. Bancrott was on the alert 
early and late and suffered nothing to escape his attention. He 
had frequent meetings of his officers for consultation and ia- 
struction, and sought to impress his own earnestness upon his 
officers aud men, His command were stimulated to a determi- 
nation to make a record, and succeeded. The formations 
of this command were prompt and rapid,and the set up drill 
each morning had its effect upon the regiment that could be 
plainly noticed in drill and ceremonial. The 8th did a bard 
week's work and made noticeable improvement. They executed 
battalion movements in asplendid manner the last two days of 
the encampment, and tke guides exhibited promptness and in- 
telligence in the formations. The officers in some of the coin- 
nics handled their panies well, in others poorly. Some of 
this must be accounted for by the fact that six of the company 
commanders had never acted in that capacityincamp. Ool. 
Ayres has a great interest in his command, and if he will have 
ift , ings trequently it will be a benefit to the regiment. 
The Artillery battalion had a poor set of horses, but they 
earned all the State paid for them ; both batteries did hard 
work and were in better condition than for several years past. 
The drivers deserve censure for the yells they uttered while arg- 
ing their horses to « gallop; they would do credit to a Coman- 
che Indian. This is unnecessary, as the spur and the whip are 
sufficient to make the horses move at a proper rate of speed. 
The guns were well served and some of the firings were eicep- 
tionally, as regards rapidity and unison. Major Merrill was ably 
led by the captains of the batteries in his effort to do good 
service in the time alioted him. 
The Cavalry were well mounted and performed more work 
than they have tor several years, They executed a rariety of 
battalion movements, practical skirmishing and sabre exercise, 
all of which were creditably carried out,and also took part as a 
flanking column at the brigade drill on Friday. One of the 
most noticeable features of the camp was promptness in answer- 
ing roll calls, sending forward reports, policing. torming line and 
mounting guard ; all was done on time; and three of the organi- 
zations had their pay rolls for the week at brigade headquarters 
at noon of Saturday, 
A pieasant feature of the encampment was the presence of a 
large number of officers in undress uniform who came as visit- 
ors. They came from Maine, New Hampshiie, Rhode Island and 
Counecticut, beside a large delegation from the Ist Brigade, who 
go into camp Sept. 12.

PENNSYLYANIA.—The Washington Infantry, of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., have just returned from a ten days’ tour of camp duty 
at Geneva, Pa., 92 miles up the Monongahela River from 
Pittsburgh. ‘I'he company was accompanied by drum corps 
and band. All the ceremonies, such as dress parade, guard 
mount, etc., were strictly observed. Company, squad, and 
skirmish drils and target practice were gone through with 
daily, and altogether it was a camp of work and profit to all 
who participated. This company is one of the oldest in 
Western Pennsylvania, having been organized in 1855, and 
served with credit and distinction through the rebellion and 
during the riots of 1877 (both in Pittsburgh and the coal re- 
gions). It formed the nucleus of the 102d (old 13th) P. V. 
during the late war, and numbered among its members many 
who rose from the ranks to the position of officers, some of 
whom were brigade commanders. This command severed 
connection with the National Guard of Pennsylvania because 
of the State authoritics refusing to grant it the same priv- 
ileges accorded to organizations on the same footing in the 
eastern part of the State. It is now a chartered corporation, 
paying ite way as it goes out of the individual contributions 
of its members. The dress uniform consists of regulation 
dress cut, with scarlet trimmings, double white leather cross 
and waist belts, patent leather accoutrements, and lynx skin 
shako. The officers are: Captain, John D. McFarland (!ate 
A. A. G. U. 8. V.); 1st Lieutenant, Jacob A. Brown ; and 2d 
lieutenant, Harry T. Rowley. It numbers 68 active uniform- 
ed members. 





Tue new German magazine gun, which is considered 
by the German government to have proved itself the 
most suitable mulitary repeating rifle, is the invention 
of Mesers. Mauser, the originators of the present Ger- 
man regulation rifle. The magazine consists of a tube 
contained in the stock, and has a spiral spring which 
keeps the cartridges up tothe breech action. When the 
bolt is withdrawn, a cartridge—which has been forced 
out of the magazine by the spiral spring—is raised up to 
the level of the cartridge chamber, into which it is 
driven by the bolt as it returns. The whole action of 
loading is comprised in the backward and forward 
motion of the bolt. In order to avoid waste of ammu 
nition, a lever is attached to one side of the action, by 
which the magazjne can be instantly closed, the gun 
being then loaded and fired as an ordinary breech- 
loader. The reloading of the magazine is stated only 
to occupy a few seconds. This system can be applied

Tue Army and Navy Gazette says: The recent ex- 
periment with stecl guus in Germany has called up 
some interesting facts concerning the increased cost of 
ordnance in modern times. We have but to go back to 
the days of the Crimea to find the ordinary weapon of 
cast iron, which was regarded as good enough for 
killing and wounding by our forefathers for centuries. 
A fieid piece of cast iroa that carried a cannon bali of 
ten or twelve pounds’ weight could be fashioned for 
£5, or if made of bronze or gun metal the expense of 
material aud casting was not more than double the sum. 
Nowadays, a field piece of approved construction, mace 
of the finest steel, such as Herr Krupp, of Essen, pre- 
duces at his well known factory, costs £110. It is but 
fair to state that this is the highest priced article of the 
day, and that only a few of the European nations fel 
justified in paying so dearly for their weapons. The 
appliances tor casting and manipulating the steel, so es 
to render the gun a solid and trustworthy piece of work, 
are in some mieasure responsible for this expense; while 
in the case of larger guns, the fact that they are not 
simple castings, but tubes hooped with steel cylinders, 
obviously adds to the cost. Next to the Krupp steel 
gun cones the iron steel cannon of Woolwich. A field 
piece manufactured on this principle costs from £70 to 
£75, and the Armstrong breech-loader that was formerly
